and for some time condueted Collyer's Varie-
ties, making his appearance nightly ws a cloz
davcer and gymnast, ereating quite a farore by
his cxpertoess in the Indiun club exercises,
Sam is unmarried; albeit he s quite a bandsome
looking fellow wheu fixed u}: for laties’ com-
puny. Elrange to say, considering his astocia-
tions, he peither smokes, drivks spirituoas
lquors, nor ewears, Heis now about twenty-
s1x yeurs of nge, Is about 5 feet 4 or & inches,
and bis usunl weight i4 between 150 and 160,
He 18 of light complexion, diark brown hu'r,
and be bas quite a Grm determined look. For
the past filve weeks he has been in tralning
under Johnuy Newell ' Canton, near Baltimore,
taking as much exercise as iL is necessary Lo
put him In proper condition. Naturally
very regular in his habite, it has vot been dit-
ficuit to get him in proper trim. He bas been
tuking s walk of sixteen miles before breakfnst,
and the bulunce of the day he has exercised
with the dumb-bells, sparring with Mr. Neweil,
rowing n boat recently presented to hum, ete,,
rotiriug carly nud sleeping soundly., His first

raunds,

Blly Edwards is an Englishman by b'rth, and
= about 24 or 26 years ol sge, He weghs aboat

built than bl ndversary; his {gir complexion,
Hght brown halr, regular features, nnd s gutte
as hapdsome as Collser, He bas been o this
eonntry since he wrrived at the age of 21,

They at once seizea Stephen Wallace, the aged
doorkeep er, and, ns 18 alleged, plaeed a pistol
10 bis bend and threatened to blow his braios
out il e lnterlered or gave an alarm,. They
pushed the old man aside aud rushed oo the
stage, AL this time the curlain was down, il
being the interval between the trst aud second
nets of the plece, The deputy shenils
made & rush for the stairs leading to the
dresging ronms, which are situatea under the
slage, Al Lhe head of the stairs they were mel oy
Stepben Wilson, the proper's man of the theatee,
who demanded thelr bosness wud the reason
for their apresgive condue’. Hickey, the Doputy
Sberifl, who scemed to be the leader of the party,
seized Wilson by the throat, and foreing him
bhack over the rafling, fired two shots al him,
both of whieh took effect, one in the head and
the other in the right leg, causing injuries of o
Lighly dangerous natore, James Ward, another
ol the Deputy Sheritly, drew u revolver and fired
three shots at Wilsen, und unfortunately one of
the bullets took ecfleet in the body of Leslie
Chamberluin, o boy about sixteen years ol age,
who was cominrg up stales al the time, inflicting
n wound whizh, it s teared, is of & fatal natare.
The voise of the scuflle and the firing of the
shote, ns may be imagined, ¢reated an intensea
excitement behind the scencs, s well ug before
the curtuin, Jo the meantime Harking, who
hind been warned by the appearasnce of the
sheriti's posse nnd the tiring of the shots,
walked off into  the aoditorinm and
into the gtreet, muking his escape. The pistol
firing atiracted Oflicers Fogarty and Hepderson,
of the Eighth Precinet, to the Theatre, who, on
learning what had occurred, arrested Hickey,
Ward, Moore, Leary, und Quinn, and took them
to the Prince Streel Police S'ation, where they
were locked up for the might,  Wilson, the
property-man, aud the lad Clhamberlain, were
tiken to the New York Hospital, Wilson's
wouunds, though of a serious nuture, are not
copsidered necesearily fatal. The buliet from
Ward’s pistol entered the right arm of the lad
and, pasging through, penetrated the right
breast, avd 18 supposed to have lodged in the
lunes, Considerable interonl hemorrhage re-
gulred, avud the attending surgeon gave no hopes
of hi¥ recovery, The lad was cmoployed as a
gas-lighter in 1he Theatre. He resided wilh his
parcuts at No, 101 Seventh avenuoe,

The above narrative was obtained by our
reporter, through the police from the ataches
ol the theatre, who will nuite in asserving tlint
the conduct of the Sheritl's posse was entirely
uncalled for, us no resistance was offered, The
deputy sheriffs did vot extibit any document
or siate their business when they entered the
thestre,
